Tax  on  trucks  and  buses  weighing  more  than  26,000  pounds 

The  House  bill  imposes  a  tax  of  $1.60  a  year  for  each  thousand  pounds  of  the  total  weight 
(taxable  gi-oss  weight)  on  trucks  weighing  more  than  26,000  pounds,  while  the  Senate  bill  imposes 
a  tax  of  $2.50  a  year  for  each  thousand  pounds  of  weight  in  excess  of  26,000  pounds.  Table  1, 
below,  shows  the  tax  which  would  be  levied  on  trucks  of  various  sizes  under  each  version  of  the 
bill  and  the  difference  in  tax.
